221 West £th Street, Stockton, California, was 
interviewed by Special Agents R.J. DEWEES and R.B. HAWLEI on 5/lS/L2 
in Room 20j?, P. 0 . Building, Stockton, -California, concerning his 
knowledge of Filipino natters. At that tine, DIONISIO said that CARLOS 
BULOSAN was a,member of the Ctonittee for* the Protection of Filipino 
J Rights in .Los Angeles. DIONISIO stated that he believed this committee 
to be a;Commimist front organization.

Re Los.Angeles letter to SAC, San Prancis.co dated 10/23/02. 

AMADO E. DINO, 1221 S. Lincoln Street, Stockton, California, 
was interviewed on November lh, 19.0.2* DINO advised that he has 
known the subject since about 193b and has considered himself a 
close associate and friend for most of that time. He advised that 
the subject,. however, -is now in the Firland Sanitarium. fn S eattle, 
Washington where he is undergoing treatment for tuberculosis. 

DIN0‘ advised that the subject has drunk excessively for many 
years and as long ago* as 1937 was told by doctors that he had. only 
two years to live. He advised that the subject has .only one lung 
arid a wooden leg and hascbeen in very .poor ^jp^lth for many years. 

, PINO related that he has always considered the subject to, 
be. a Communist, based on the subject's writings and expressed 
beliefs at all timesj however,: the subject had never admitted 
being a Communist and in fact had denied it on numerous occasions* 


DINO further advised that most Philippines with whom the 
subject was acquainted within the United States considered him 
to be a Communist and sympathetic to the HUH movement in the 
Philippine islands and possibly a Huck leader ih the United States* 


DINO advised that he was also acquainted with subject's 
brothers, AURBUO and JOE BULOSAN. He adyisedthat AUREUO. is now 
in the Philippine, Islands and stated that he would consider ADRELIO 
to be the really dangerous member - of the family. He: stated that 
AUREUO has no talent but more or less basks in the shadow of 
.CARDSJs fame. At one time AUREUO told DINO that some day he, 

AURBLEO, would return to the. United States and M slap down all who 
did not believe in ths HUK Movement. DINO stated that JOB BULOSAN, 
theother brother, was considered a reliable individual and disagreed 
with the beliefs of both of his brothers. He stated that JOB, on 
occasion, has assisted both brothers financially but that he had 
stated on several occasions that he could not live with either, of' 
his-brothers, because .of the difference in their'beliefs, ^e described-

JOE as beipg loyal to the United States* 

DINO stated in regard to the subject's marriage in Seattle 
to a girl named MARJORIE that he believed the subject’s wife's 
maiden name was MARJORIE PATON. He believed that MAR JORIEPATON 
had resided in Seattle for a while prior to their marriage and 
that she had formerly been married to one ZOSIMO RAMOS In Seattle 
in 1939.* BIRO believed that, RAMOS had been killed an an accident* 

DINO advised that MARJORIE MIOSAN was not a Communist and 
that she talks, writes-and believes just,the opposite from the way 
her husband believes. 

DINO further related, that CARIOS had been publicity agent* for 
the Cannery Workers Union, CI.O, in Alaska for several years and has 
traveled up and down the coast in the capacity of publicity agent 
for the union* 

DINO could furnish no concrete evidence or information indicating 
the subject's actual membership in the-Communist Party USAj or in the 
HOK Movement in the Philippine Islands; however, he was of the- opinion- 
that the subject was a Communist and although he stated-he considered 
the subject to be a friend of his, he would not trust him as far -as 
1 the security of theiUnited States is concerned* 
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
